The patent application was filed on August 1 , 2001 , and is thus eligible for patent 
term adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .702. The patent application is not subject to a 
terminal disclaimer. The PTO Determination states that the patent term adjustment for this 
patent application is 0 days. This is incorrect. The correct patent term adjustment for this 
patent application should be 8 days. 

The patent term adjustment calculation shown in Attachment B indicates a delay by 
Applicants of 50 days up to January 25, 2002.
